OIL: CATCHES FIRE.

‘Iti is now, revealed that the late 
Sir Henry Segrave's speed-boat, 
“Miss England the Second” at- 
tained the amazing speed of 
119.8 miles an hour before she 
capsized, This cannot be count- 
ed officially, however. The watch 
used has been presented to the 
late Sir Henry’s father. The 
body of Mr. Halliwell, the en- 
gincer, was recovered from Lake

The movement in favour of form- 
ing a League of Nations Society 
in Hongkong is one which. should 


sympathetic towards the ideals for 
which the League stands and who 
realise that an essential condition 
for its continued success is the sup- 
port of public opinion. There are 
to-day similar Societies in some 
thirty countries, and these are do- 
ing an extremely valuable work in 
educating public opinion on the 
comprehensive humanitarian work 
which the League discharges. We 
understand that a small band of 
enthusiasts in this Colony is at pre- 
sant quietly engaged in laying the 
foundations © for a local Society, 
which it ig intended to inaugurate 
in the early autumn. a 
The objects of the proposed So- 
ciety. are such as to ensure ready 
‘|acceptance by all who believe that 
the League spirit should be foster- 
ed with a view to encouraging the 
peacegble settlement of all interna- 
tional disputes and the wise hand- 
ling of health and social questions.
